Marconi Testing New Method That 
Means ‘Reduction in Tolls. 

¥ William Marconi, in_an interview in 
the Daily News; says he has just re- 
turned ‘from conducting experiments. 
on board his yacht, in new method for 
the accurate reception of wireless 
messages when there is difficulty 
due to electric disturbances. +He has 
been at Southampton and Poole 
Harbor (on: the coast of Dorsct- 
shire) for four or five wecéks, 

_“T have tried that new method over 
the short distance from Paris,” Mar- 
coni explained, “and I have no, doubt 
messages could be transmitted by it 
at the rate of 200 or 300 words. per 
minute with the greatest ease. It 


jhas not:yet been tested at high speed 


across the Atlantic, but I hope to pro- 
ceed further with these long distance 
tests in the course of a few weeks. 

“On board my yacht messages have 
been received from the United States 
by the new method, the receiving end 
being at Southampton or Poole Har- 
bor andthe transmitting end in the 
vicinity of New York. 

“The. financial advantage of such 
high speed wireless will be consid- 
erable: Speed will give the only 
hope for the reduction of commer- 
cial rates.

Naturalist Imports 
Live Tropical Fish 


Colleetion Includes Smallest Pike and 
Smailest Salmon in World. 

One of the strangest collections of 
live tropical acquarium fish imported 
into the country ‘kas just arrived in 
London. \ 

The consignment, which has been 
purchased by B: T, Child, the well- 
known'_ naturalist, comprises over 
1,000 fish, of'29 species, collected from 
all quarters of the globe. Severa! of 
the species have never before .becn 
Scen in England alive. 

Amongst the latter species are 
black handed sunfish, from America: 
golden pike from Japan;-a new fin 
of Paradise fish from the rice swamps 
of Japan; and a rare little haplochilus 
from Cape Lopez, as red ‘as a boiled 
lobster, with green eyes. 

Anglers - -would be particularly in- 
terested in two of the species for 
one, known as b&oncsox belisanos, 
which came from ‘Singapore, is the 
smallest pike in the-world, measuring,

A pullet that is stunted at some 
stage in its development is a pul- 
let that is ruined so far as heavy 
continuous production is concern- 
ed Hen Hatched Chicks. | The 
big danger to hen-hatched chicks 
is vermin. See that “biddy” is 
treated for lice before the eggs 
hatch and then, at regular inter- 
vals, treat the chicks with a good 
disinfecting powder. Most of the 
commercial powders will be sat- 
isfactory. . Ordinary road dust 
with’ a little flowers of sulphur 
added will serve the purpose. ~ 

Incubator Hatched Chicks. The 
period when artificial heat is re- 
moved-is one when the chickens 
require close attention, otherwise 
they are liable to crowd and very 
little of this will give the chicks 
a serious set back. 

Put wire netting across the 
corners of the house so that the 
chicks cannot crowd into them, 
and trample each other to death.
